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Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 2, 2001, a Petition for a One 
Month Extension of Time and payment of fee is enclosed. Applicants elect Species G, a component 
of the pathway involving MHC Class I, and subspecies i) MHC Class I a chain, with traverse. 



Applicants have previously elected Group I (directed to claims 1-5 and 7-12) in response 
to the Restriction Requirement. Applicants have now elected Species G, a component of the 
pathway involving MHC Class I, and subspecies i) MHC Class I a chain, with traverse, on the 
grounds that examining all of the target molecules at the same time does not present an undue 
burden in these claims. The Examiner has issued the second restriction requirement in response to 
the Preliminary Amendment filed March 28, 2001 . The amendment to claim 7 was amended to 
more particularly claim the elected invention and did not expand its scope. 

In view of the foregoing, applicant respectfully submits that all claims are in condition for 
allowance. Early and favorable action is requested.
